Widow Is Aided 
A widow’ of a veteran comes in. 
Her husband has died, but no in- 
su ran ce, no pension have been sent 
her as yet. The papers have been 
sent to W ashington and the pen­ 
sion and insurance should soon be 
due, but in tile meantim e ?^e has 
no money. The Red Cross takes 
care of her until her regular in­ 
come from the insurance and pen­ 
sion starts. 
The Red Cross gives financial as­ 
sistance to widows and children OI 
veterans and disabled veterans and 
the families of men in service when 
there is a delay or interruption of 
the family allowance in order to 
tide the veteran or his family over 
until the governmental 
agencies 
can start sending Hie federal a ld ., 
Last year the county Red Cross 
gave $3,085.20 in ,financial assistance 
to countian*. Some of it was given 
twice, with families 
or veterans 
paying back w hat they borrowed 
In some cases the money was an j 
outright grant to the person need­ 
ing. Some may be paid back later 
Whichever way it goes the Red 
Cross never bothers to collect. If 
the person to whom a loan is given 
never pays back the Red Cross sim ­ 
ply marks it off as a grant and 
lets it go at that. 
Heavy Demands Ahead 
This coming year, with pensions 
due to start, with disabled veterans 
and families needing help, with 
veterans needing readjustm ent loans 
the local Red Cross expects de­ 
mands for financial assistance to 
be heavier than ever before. 
During the p u t year the Chapter 
spent $5,278 on its home service. 
That amount, chapter officials feel, 
will be increased during the com­ 
ing year. One big item of expose 
is telegrams. During Oetotx r, for 
example, the Red Cross sent out 
80 telegrams to various parts of 
the U. S. as part of its home serv­ 
ice. 
There is a brief moment when

No relaxation is so beneficial, and 
no m editation so sweetened with the 
fragrance of the sky, as time spent 
in viewing the ever-changing forms 
and amazing beauty of the clouds, 
against their eternal, heavenly blue.

The mere m a­ 
terial gains of man shrink and 
shrivel. Cathedrals in the sky m ount 
above, floating away to their home 
in a sunset or to some distant des­ 
tination beyond m an’s dream. How’ 
soothing to tile soul, each and every 
one of these clouds, so friendly, so 
ethereally perfect. For fifteen sum ­ 
mers I have renewed my youth by 
watching the clouds in a Nova 
Scotia sky.

Sprays In Small Q uantities 
The other day a reader wrote us 
to complain th a t he has trouble ob­ 
taining 
inform ation about sprays 
sufficient for one apricot tree. He 
m aintains, and rightly so, th at state 
and federal agricultural authorities 
usually have the commercial or­ 
chardist or the m arket gardener in 
m ind when advising how to mix or 
otherwise prepare insecticidal and 
fungicidal sprays and dusts. T here­ 
fore, for the grower of but a few 
backyard fruit trees or a small home 
garden the following suggestions are 
offered, along with the invitation 
th a t all readers are privileged to 
write the editor whenever they have 
any questions on such m atters. 
The 
various 
insecticides 
weigh 
differently. For example, it requires 
5 level tablespoonfuls of calcium 
arsenate to weigh an ounce, while 
2 la 
level tablespoonfuls of Paris 
green weigh an ounce. This varia­ 
tion increases the sprayer’s difficul­ 
ties unless he has the proper bulk 
measurements. They are: 
Five level tablespoonfuls of 
calcium 
arsenate 
equal 
one 
ounce. 
i Three level tablespoonfuls of 
hydrated lime equal one ounce. 
One and one-half tablespoon­ 
fuls of Paris green equal one 
ounce. 
Two and one-half level tab­ 
lespoonfuls of superfine dusting 
sulphur equal one ounce. 
Five level tablespoonfuls of 
copper sulfate powder equal one 
ounce. 
One level tablespoonful m er­ 
curic chloride 
(corrosive sub­ 
lim ate) 
powder 
weighs 
o n e 
ounce, 


Eight 
level 
teaspoonfuls of 
croyolite equal one ounce. 
Five teaspoonfuls of nicotine 
sulfate (liquid) equal one ounce. 
Five level tablespoonfuls pyr­ 
ethrum flowers or powder equal 
one ounce. 
Three level tablespoonfuls of 
talc equal one ounce. 
Six and one-half level tea­ 
spoonfuls of ta rta r emetic weigh 
one ounce. 
One standard tablet of m er­ 
curic chloride 
(corrosive sub­ 
limate) dissolved in one pint of 
water forms a 1:1000 strength 
solution. 
y 
O ne-half pint of nicotine sul­ 
fate to 50 gallons of spray is 
equal to one teaspoonful to one 
gallon. 
If one pound of arsenate of 
lead is recommended to 50 gal­ 
lons of spray, as is recommended 
in two or more applications for 
peaches, 
three 
rounded 
tea­ 
spoonfuls are sufficient for one 
gallon. 
From one to one and one-half 
quarts of liquid spray is re­ 
quired for 50 feet of row for one 
application on plants of medium 
size. 
From one to one and one-half 
ounces of a dust m ixture is 
needed for each application per 
50 feet of row of medium sized 
plants. 
It Is always advisable to fol­ 
low' 
m anufacturers’ 
dlections 
when applying trade-nam e or 
proprietary spray or dust mix­ 
tures. 
In all cases of doubt, get the 
profitable habit of writing the editor 
to ask all necessary questions be­ 
fore the inform ation is needed,
